Anderson officials of the Charleston
and Western Carolina raillroad have
recoived an order, signed by F. M.
Doar, in which Mr. Doar advised that
the Btate of Kentucky has quarantin-
ed against cattle, sheep and swine be-
ing shipped into that State because
of an infectious disease and that the
State has fesued an order prohibiting
all such shipments, In accordance
with this notice, the rallroads doing
business in Anderson and at other
Bouth Carolina points have refused to
acrept any shinments of this nature
for Kentucky points.
